The  money  appropriated  by  a  bond  levy  last  fall  will  be  used  to  build 
the  two  additions  to  the  present  building  pictured  above. 

The  Junior  High  School  building  to  the  left  will  contain  17  classrooms 
and  will  be  built  parallel  to  the  football  field  on  the  west  side  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  high  school  building.  This  addition  will  allow  the  fast  growing  7th  and 
8th  grades  a  badly  needed  study  hall,  science  laboratory  and  food  labora¬ 
tory. 

The  gymnasium  to  the  right  will  provide  facilities  for  high  school  gym 
classes.  It  will  contain  one  main  room  with  seating  capacity  for  approxi¬ 
mately  1,500  people.  A  stage  will  be  built  in  this  room  for  dramatic  pro¬ 
ductions.
